All stamps in the set are as ill- 
ustrated and the values are 5c, 
yellowish, 20c grey, 80c pink, 1 
Lire green, 2 Lire blue and 5 Lire 
grey. The colors mentioned are 
those of the background of the 
stamps which is an oblong box 
filled with wavy lines. The actual 
stamp design as shown in the ill- 
ustration is in black for all 
stamps. 

These stamps are probably a 
product of the local press of Os- 
servatore Romano, Vatican City 
Newspaper.
